Pain and soreness in the region of the lower 
back are often found in sacro-iliac injuries, | 
severe injuries the pain is 60 extreme thet the 
pationt is confined to bed, often for a period 
lasting from a few days to several weeks. 1; 
injuries Which are less severe, the patient may 
be able to keep going, but will complain that 
the movements of walking, sitting, Tising fron 
a chair, getting out of bed, or climbing stairs 
are exceedingly painful. 

Those who are familiar with anatomy will re- 
call that the sacrum is a bone of triangular shape 
which forms the base of the spinal column. On 
either side it is joined to a bone called the iliu:n 
and these two places where the sacrum meets 
the ilia are called the sacro-iliac joints. The 
joints are strongly supported by a number of 
ligaments 


One of these joints is sometimes injured dur- 
ing a fall, during heavy lifting, or during the act 
» Stooping over, because of the joint being 
wisted in just the right way to cause a slipping 
movement, This is referred to as a sacro-iliac 
slip or displacement. When the patient tries to 
describe it, he usually says the sacro-iliac

When the sacro-iliae has slipped because of 
stumbling and falling or because of a wrench, 
the pain is often sudden and severe, muscular 
contraction is produced by the mal-posi‘ic» of 
the bones, and the soft parts around the joint are 
njured 


In some cases, no actual slip occurs tui the 
part sustains an injury called a sprain. This 
also, may be very painful. 

In those patients having a tendency to rheu- 
matism or arthritis, the injury around the sacro.
